Newspapers Have Changed 
But Main Function Hasn't 


. Most of us have seen replicas of early newspap­ 
ers. What news there was in these four or six or 
eight-page sheets was badly printed in small type 
and was days or weeks late. 
Yet to their readers, the news, however old, how­ 
ever lost among advertisements and notices, was 
still news. It was their chief point of contact with 
the world outside their neighborhoods. 
Then slowly, in the 19th century, technology \x - 
ban to make its impact felt in the form of the 
telegraph, high-speed rotary presses and later, 
typesetting machines and still later, photographic 
reproductions. 
But reporting remained leisurely, rambling, with 
more attention devoted to literary phraseology 
than simple, accurate facts. The imperative Who- 
What-Where-When-Why? of journalism had not 
yet been born. Newspapers themselves were gen­ 
erally highly partisan, and slanting of the news 
was the rule rather than the exception. 
Under the lead of publishing giants like Pulit­ 
zer, Scripps, Hearst and Bennett, the modern news­ 
paper essentially took shape in the early 20th cen­ 
tury. Familiar departments we know today—wo­ 
m en’s features, comics, national columnists and 
commentators, etc.—came into being. 
Newspapers then were in what might be called 
a “golden age” as the sole medium for reporting 
the news. And news was breaking faster than ever 
in a world that was beginning to shrink — an 
assassination in a strange Serbian town, armies on 
the march, the sinking of the Lusitania, America 
forced out of her century’s isolationism. 
Today, this is no longer so. Other means of com­ 
munication, available at the flick of one’s fingers, 
have supplanted the newspaper “extra” that was 
rushed onto the streets as fast as the story could 
be set and printed. 
The syllable “news” is still part of the word 
“newspaper,” however. But it is news with a dif­ 
ference. It is what we turn to after hearing the 
first flash of a disaster in Peru, an aggressive move 
in Southeast Asia, a baseball shutout. 
The news in a newspaper today is not merely 
detail. It is news plus background.* It is news plus 
interpretation. In this age when there is no aspect 
of our lives which science is not changing, the 
newspaper is everyman’s textbook. 
This wreek, during National Newspaper Week, 
those who make newspapers possible—editors, re­ 
porters, printers, to name only a few—are pausing 
for a moment to reflect on their profession’s past, 
assess its present and plan its future. 
In the long run, of course, no one can predict 
what the newspaper of tomorrow— the far tomor­ 
row—will be like. An old science-fiction dream is 
of newspapers printed and “delivered” right in 
one’s home out of some kind of electronic box. 
Who can say it will never happen? 
One thing, however, is certain: The main func­ 
tion qf a newspaper will never change. That is, 
to sprve its readers.

Welfare officals report that one- 
fourth of the problem«; confronted 
by social wTorkers handling Aid to 
Dependent Children 
cases 
stem­ 
med from the fact the mother has 
one or more illegitimate children. 
A 107-page report, compiled aft­ 
er a two-year study of the ADC 
program in Shelby County, says 
that 38 per cent of the children re­ 
ceiving aid were illegitimate. The 
project encompassed 932 families. 
“ Illegitimacy is not in itself a 
reason for ADC,” the report said, 
“ except where it is found the child 
is needy because of the continued 
absence from home, death or in­ 
capacity of a parent.” 
But the study did not point out 
that illegitimacy indicates the ab­ 
sence of a parent — the father. 
Fathers of illegitimate children are 
likely to remain absent, except for 
sporadic 
visits 
to 
the 
mother's 
Hbuse. 


The project found that absence 
or the father, “ accounted for need 
in 94 per cent of the families.” 
The pilot study was initiated by 
| prodding from a citizens advisory 
I committee to the Welfare Depart- 
| ment. The committee 
was orga- 
| nized by former Gov. Frank Clem- 
J ent but became inactive when Gov. 
Buford Ellington took office. 
The com mi tee and Welfare De­ 
partment workers felt 
the

proved caseloads could 
be 
vali­ 
dated and cases could be reviewed 
every three months to maintain 
continuous eligibility. 
Illegitimacy

greatest number of service actions 
discontinued was in the area of 
adult behavior problems.

of the children. 


It says efforts 
to find fathers 
were fruitless. However, the report 
gave no reference to efforts for 
rehabilitating mothers for illegiti­ 
mate children against adding to 
the population with more children 
born out of w edlock. 


There was a degree of success 
in dealing with the problem, how­ 
ever. One out of every five was 
solved. 
In more than half the cases, no 
signs of improvement were noted 
i during the course of the project. 
“ Well over one-fourth of the un­ 
improved 
problems 
were in the 
area of behavior with unmarried 
parenthood and desertion or aban­ 
donment of the father the main 
!cause.” 
The Welfaré Department says 
that unmarried parenthod is mat­ 
ter of grave concern whenever a

“ As other avenues of support — 
such as that provided by oldage, 
J survivors or disability insurance 
and other benefits resulting from 
military .s e r v ic e — 
become in­ 
creasingly available to legitimate 
children, the porportion of children 
remaining on ADC rolls whose par­ 
ents have never been married be- 
j comes greater and greater,” the 
report says. 


The project also found 
that 80 
per cent of the ADC mothers who 
were illegitimate gave birth to il­ 
legitimate children. This is almost 
a concession to the argument that 
illegitimate women do not receive 
moral instruction and add to the 
number of recipients on relief. 
Some families in the study had 
as many as five fathers, but the
